The ride of her life 


m Donna Moll reflects on her cycling trip across the nation 


It’s never too late in life to realize 
a dream — such is the lesson one can 
glean from following the lead of 
Donna Moll, a 76-year-old Boyne 
City woman who earlier this month 
culminated a 3,100 cross country bike 
ride, The trip, undertaken with a 
group of 27 ladies riding for the Na- 


tional Breast Cancer Coalition, was, 
~~ indeed, the fulfillment of a dream. 


“I had expectations,” Moll said, 
back home in Boyne City ba week, 
“and it was so much better.” 

'- Cycling is a passion for Moll, one 
that began in childhood, nurtured as 
a shared interest of her mother. The 
two cycled together during Moll’s 
growing-up years in Detroit, and em- 
barked on a 1,000-mile cycle trip 
through New England while Mol! was 
in college. Departing for her new job 
as a teacher in Boyne City following 
graduation, Moll biked all the way up, 


with her father bringing her belong- 


ings later by car, 
She has always, however, yearned 
to ride cross country; before this; the 


clipped a newspaper article about the 
Cancer Coalition Ride, and passed it 
along to Moll, “thinking,” she said, 
“I'd be interested. And I was,” 

After a few months of “spinnifig” 
(indoor cycling) class and fund-rais- 
ing, Moll was on her way, along with 


26 other women, starting with her rear 


tire in the Pacific Ocean in San Di- 
ego. 

It was the beginning of a grand ad- 
venture, with 48 of 58 days spent-in 
the saddle, on the road. The women 
rose at 5:30 a.m. “or earlier,” with a 
bedtime at around 8:30 p.m., and a 
lot of hard riding in between. 

“You had to get a system of pack- 
ing,” Moll said of daily life on the 
road, “a routine of biking, taking a 
shower, washing your biking clothes, 


dinner, then bedtime.” 
The challenges of the ride were 
many, mostly weather or geography . 
related, “The most difficult thing was. 


the headwinds,” she said. “Whatever 


terrain you're in, you're bucking the 
headwinds. 


“We had record-breaking heat in 
California, and [in one area}-a lot of 


rain and a tornado in the area. The 
roads were flooded and we had to 
change routes, once from a 45-mile 
ride to an 80-mile ride. And then we 
had to hook a ride from some trucks.” 

Moll, being the eldest of the group, 
found herself to be among the most 
experienced riders, and was surprised 
to learn that many of the other women 
had very little prior cycling experi- 
ence. “A lot of the gals were not ex- 
perienced bike riders,” she said. “It 
was fun to watch them gain road 
knowledge, bikeability and strength. 

“I would never have considered 
[taking the trip] without a fair amount. 
of biking experience, but they did 
learn.” . 

It was those other women, with 
their diverse demographics, back- 
grounds, and life experiences, that 


made the trip, rich as it would have —

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BCHS looking to reconfigure 
athletic director position 


A couple of years after 
shifting the athletic director 
post to a stipend position, 
Boyne City High Schoo! is 
seeking to make the direc- 
tor a halftime position, ide- 
ally, according to schools 
superintendent Jim Cooper, 
combined with a half-time 
teaching position. 

“There are very few full- 
time athletic directors any- 


more,” Cooper said at last 
week’s, regular meeting of 
the board of education. 
The post would most 
likely be filled by a teacher 
who would then teach three 
hours per day, and be re- 
leased for athletic duties for 
the remainder of the day. If 
filled by a teacher, the struc- 
ture would necessitate the 
hiring of an additional half- 


time teaching position. 

Since the departure in 
2001 of athletic director and 
student success coordinator 
Steve Beyer, the position 
has been held by grounds 
maintenance supervisor 
Kirk Kujawski, who is paid 
an annual stipend of 
$10,000 for his athletic di- 
rector duties. 

As a half-time position 


combined with teaching du- 
ties, the position will likely 
run the district $30,000- 
$40,000 per year. 

With the consensus of the- 
board, Cooper said that the 
position will be posted in- 
ternally first. “There does 


"appear to be some interest, 


though we won’t really 
know until it’s posted,” he 
said, 


Kindergarten numbers up at BCES 


Kindergarten numbers 
are reaching new heights at 
Boyne City Elementary 
School, and the district ig 
making adjustments to ac-

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EJMS students to host Enterprise Day 


a Public is invited to shop at kid-owned businesses on Tuesday, May 25 


At East Jordan Middle School, eighth grade 
students are expected to make the most of their 
enterprising spirit. For nearly a decade, the 
school curriculum has included a five-week 
business unit, requiring students to take on the 
responsibilities of owning their 6wn business, 
culminating in the two-hour Enterprise Day 
event, where the kids sell their wares to 
other students and the community at large. 

This year’s Enterprise Day is set for 
Tuesday, May 25, from 10 a.m.-noon, and 
will, no doubt, showcase another round of 
creative student endeavors while kids learn 
the nuts and bolts of life in the business 
world. 

“It’s really an enjoyable day,” said eighth 
grade teacher Barb Noirot. “For everyone 
around the school, this is a favorite day.” 

Started several years ago, after eighth- 
grade teachers learned of a similar unit at 
a conference, the project was initially funded 
by a Malpass mini-grant. Since then, the pro- 
gram has established a self-perpetuating fund 
to support business start-up costs for students, 
and has been “modified and revamped” to run 
more efficiently and effectively at this particu- 
lar school. The attraction of the curriculum, said 
teacher Kay Holley, is that “it’s total, total in- 
volvement in every aspect. You can’t get any 
more real life than that.” 

Indeed, the process, undertaken over five 


weeks in work both in and out of the classroom, 
calls for kids to attend to such details as formu- 
lating a business plan, completing a Doing Busi- 
ness As (DBA) form, conducting a market sur- 
vey, creating missions statements and expense 
worksheets, and developing advertising. Students 
have the option of creating an individual entre-

preneurship, a partnership, or a corporation with 
a maximum of three students. In addition, what- 
ever products the students choose to sel] must 
be at least partially manufactured by the students 
themselves. Items range from jewelry to stained 
glass to woodworking to food items. “We've had 
a cotton candy business every year,” Noirot said. 
“That’s always successful.” 

The success, of course, often depends as much 
on the students themselves as the products 
they're selling. The first year, for example, three 


young men decided to sell pies, with much of 
the labor falling on a mother of one of the stu- 
dents. The students took advance orders, and 
Mom started working on and delivering pies the 
week before thé event. While the boys helped 
with some of the labor, they actually did a bit of 
bartering, trading the baking duties for a prom- 
ise to clean the family barns. “I think they 
' spent through the end of August cleaning 
barns,” Holley laughed. “They were’ three 
enterprising kids, and a mother with a heart 
of gold.” The trio, she added, made a profit 
of more than $1,000. 

As in a real business, the owners keep a 
portion of the profits. Half, however, goes 
to charity, driving home another lesson — 
the importance of giving, “It’s a real nice 
way of learning to give back,” Holley said. 
The kids choose the charities, which are usu- 
ally narrowed down to the top two based on 

results of a ballot vote. Recipients range from 
the Make A Wish Foundation to the Humane So- 
ciety, to other local causes, such as Boswell Sta- 
dium and, one year, a memorial fund set up for 
the family of a student whose father had passed 
away. 

In the end, though it’s plenty of work for all 
involved, the project seems to make a big im- 
pact. “The kids love it, we like it,” Holley said. 

Adds Noirot, “I'd say the majority enjoy it and 
the majority remember it forever.”

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“Buckle up or 


pay up” in 
Boyne City this 
Memorial Day 


Boyne City Police Department is warning motorists 
in Charlevoix County to buckle up or be prepared to pay 
up to $65 as they crack down on unbuckled motorists 
throughout the Memorial Day holiday period. 

“Michigan is striving to reach 90 percent safety belt 
use in 2004 and the Boyne City Police Department will 
be conducting safety belt enforcement this Memorial Day 
holiday period to help make this happen,” said Boyne 
City Police Chief Randall Howard. 

The Boyne City Police Department is joining more 
than 500 Michigan law enforcement agencies in a crack-- 
down on unbuckled motorists as a part of the national 
Click It or Ticket mobilization, May 24-June 6. 

The Boyne City Police Department will be joined by 
the Michigan §tate Police and the Charlevoix County 
Sheriff Department in its enforcement efforts. 

The Boyne City Police will be conducting high vis- 
ibility enforcement zones on May 24 and May 25 on 
State Street from 2-6 p.m., and on May 26 on Boyne 
Avenue from 4-8 p.m. 

The state’s mandatory safety belt law required the 
driver and front seat passengers to be buckled up, and 
children under the age of 4 to be in an approved child 
safety seat. It also requires passengers up to and inctud- 
ing age 15 to be buckled up, in front seat or rear seating 
position. In addition, drivers or passengers who have a 
shoulder harness placed under their arm or behind their 
back can be ticketed for failure to properly buckle up. 

According to the Michigan Office of Highway Safety 
Planning (OHSP), up to 50 lives could be saved and 653 
injuries prevented each year if the state’s safety belt use 
rate increased from its current 85 percent to 90 percent. 

Studies have shown several groups remain dangerously 
at risk, particularly young drivers who are over-repre- 
sented in traffic crash data. 

The most recent OHSP surveys show that young driv- 
ers (ages 14-29) have an 82 percent belt use rate and 
male motorists in general are lagging more than 10 per- 
cent behind women, buckling up only 79 percent of the 
time. 

Young men are bucking up only 75 percent of the time, 
making the group most likely to be in a crash even more 
likely to be seriously injured or killed when it happens. 

“This campaign isn’t about writing tickets, it’s about 
saving lives,” Howard said. 

“But our officers would rather pull out their ticket 
books than pull another body of an unbuckled motorist 
out of a fatal crash. If you won’t buckle up to save your 
life, then buckle up to save yourself a ticket.”

rina over what Berner called the “magic number.” More 
than 100 slips, he said, will mean “probably more profit- 
ability for the long term.” 

The marina wil] accommodate boats up to 50 feet in 
length. 

Finally, four, 40-foot shoppers docks were eliminated 
in response to concerns about viewscapes. 

Though commissioners expressed support for the de- 
sign, some voiced concerns over the removal of a small 
boat launch within the marina space itself. “If you take 
the boat launch out there, if it’s at one of our street ends 
or another location on this end of the lake, we’re going to 
need a smal! boat launch,” said commissioner Dan 
Adkison. 

Under the plan, the City’s primary boat launch, located 
on North Lake Street, is-slated for expansion. 

Much. will depend, of course, on available funding, a 
subject city staffers will be researching in earnest, with a 
new focus now that the cost appears to be greater than 
that originally anticipated. “With these new numbers we'll. 
have to revisit those items,” said Boyne City city man- 
ager Mike Cain. 

Funding sources, Berner suggested, could include the 
Great Lakes Fisheries Trust, the Department of Natural 
Resources Parks and Recreation Trust, and the Waterways 
Commission. 

In the meantime, work will begin on scheduling a pub- 
lic hearing,

she'd be sitting on the curb 
with her Fine Dining. [Avid 
birdwatcher] May was al- 
ways looking for her birds, 
and everybody tuned in to 
birds more.

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rolling hills, beautiful wild- 
flowers. Through the whole 
state, on either side of the 
road, there were up to five 
different kinds of wildflow- 
ers blooming at once. It was 
a big, pleasant surprise.” 
Their overnight accom- 
modations, too, were a 
pleasant surprise, ranging 
from a dude ranch to mod- 
em condominiums to an his- 
toric plantation in Louisi- 
ana. “It was founded in 
1795, and was still operat- 
ing with the ninth genera- 
tion of the original owners. 
All the furnishings were 
original, not refurbished.” 
Moll and her roommate 
were assigned to the old 
kitchen building located’be- 
hind the main plantation 
house.

back home, however, made 
sure that the ladies knew 
they were being thought of. 

“All of the girls were sup- 
ported by their families and 
husbands,’ Moll said. One 
husband, who crossed paths 
with the group while on a 
business trip, took everyone 
out to dinner, and another 
came out to spend his wife's 
birthday with her. “One hus- 
band sent [a package of] 
hors d'oeuvres, and we had 
a martini party in one of the 


rooms,” she said. 

For most of the women, 
the ride, raising money for 
cancer research, education 
and patient care, held some 
personal meaning beyond 
just having a grand old time. 

“Three of the ladies are 
breast cancer survivors, and 
many have family and 
friends [who have had can- 
cer],” said Moll, who her- 
self is a breast cancer survi- 
vor, “One lady had a picture 
on her bike of her best friend 


who had recently died, so 
that had impact.” 

By trip’s end, the group 
raised a total of $37,000, 
with Moll’s contribution 
topping $8,400. Mostly, 
however, for Moll, it was 
the wonderful fulfillment of 
a hfelong dream, an experi- 
ence that she was in no rush 
to finish. “It was exhilarat- 
ing, emottonally satisfy- 
ing,” she said. “I’m not in- 
clined to be homesick. I’m 
not one to ruin a good trip.”
